The specification appears to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document 
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and fails to provide the proper headings and form as stated above. 

3. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 



4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. The use of 
"characterized in" is indefinite in that it is unclear whether this is intended to be an 
inclusive or exclusive statement. Further method steps should be recited in an active 
state, such as: in claim 2-placing a first administration catheter on the site of the lesion, 
administering the radioactive substance, as only a few examples. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

7. Claims 1-4, 7, 16-19, 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Wang et al. 

Wang et al discloses a radioactive substance that is administered topically via a 
catheter to a site in the body for treatment. 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 5-6, 8-15, 20, 24-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Wang et al. 

Wang et al, as discussed above, discloses the claimed process for the treatment of 
proliferative diseases, however Wang et al does not disclose all the specific compounds 
and metal complexes. Wang et al does teach that it is well known to use different 
radioactive substances and teaches, column 5, lines 4-15, that a number of polymer 
families can be used. Further the courts have shown that where the general conditions 
of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to discover the optimum or 
workable ranges by routine experimentation (In re Aller et al, 105 USPQ 233). 
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Therefore to discover the optimum compounds or metal complex by routine 
experimentation would have been obvious to one skilled in the art.
